‘Haverhill needs better 
night-time 999 service’ 


RESIDENTS needing an ambu¬ 
lance during the night could be 
left waiting as there is now just 
one emergency vehicle cover¬ 
ing the town between l-7am. 

Previously, Haverhill also had 
an emergency rapid response 
vehicle, but this service was cut 
last April. 

Now, the town’s ambulance is 
often redeployed to “busier” 
areas where there may be more 
patients in need of it. 

Town councillor Maureen 
Bryne said she is concerned - 
especially as the withdrawal of 
the rapid response vehicle coin¬ 
cided with the closure of the 
Crown Walk In Centre, on 
Withersfield Road. 

The town’s nearest out-of 
-hours base is at West Suffolk 
Hospital, in Bury St Edmunds. 

Haverhill also has an active 
Community First Responder 
Team - but Cllr Bryne says this 
does not compensate for the 
reduction in the 999 service. 

She said: “To ensure that the 
town has the ambulance cover 
it deserves, the rapid response 
provision should be reinstated 
to provide 24-hour cover and 
when the Haverhill ambulance 
is not on a call it is returned to 
Haverhill.” 

A spokesman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
confirmed that the rapid 
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response vehicle had been 
withdrawn, but said the situa¬ 
tion is under constant review to 
assess patient need. 

He said: “Our resources are 
deployed across the region 
according to the demands of 
patients. 

“These are under constant 
review to ensure that we can get 
the right care to those who need 
it most.” 

Cllr Byrne, deputy mayor of 
Haverhill, experienced the ser¬ 
vice in December when her 
husband James became seri¬ 
ously ill with a complete heart 
blockage. 

The couple had a doctor at 
their home, who dialled 
999. 

Cllr Byrne said: “My 
husband had a life- 
threatening condi¬ 
tion, and had to wait 
more than an hour 
for an ambulance to 
arrive. 

“I was told it was 
likely that somebody 
else needed an ambu¬ 
lance and that they didn’t 
have a doctor with them.” 

Mr Byrne was taken to West 
Suffolk Hospital before being 
transferred to Papworth. 

He has since been fitted with a 


pacemaker. 

According to ambulance 
records, a call was received at 
7.01pm and an ambulance 
arrived at 7.35pm. The incident 
happened on December 10. 

“It was a very frightening 
experience,” Cllr Byrne added. 

“The doctor rang 999 and 
advised it was life threatening. 

“Thirty minutes after making 
a 999 call, they had to make a 
second call and was told the 
ambulance had not left to arrive 
at my home. It arrived some 25 
minutes later.” 

The spokesman confirmed 
that the ambulance took 34 
minutes to arrive because the 
local ambulance was dealing 
with other patients. The 
nearest available one 
was sent. 

He said: “Recruiting 
additional staff has 
been identified as 
the immediate pri¬ 
ority for the Trust 
and this will be 
achieved through 
recruiting student 
paramedics, graduate 
paramedics and quali¬ 
fied paramedics and 
technicians. 

“Putting more staff, particu¬ 
larly paramedics, on ambu¬ 
lances will over time improve 
responses and care to patients.”

Countdown is on to 
E Vision 2031 inquiry 


AFTER months of dispute and discus¬ 
sion, the public’s worries about Vision 
2031 are going to be addressed. 

Dozens of complaints about the 
future plans for Haverhill were sub¬ 
mitted by residents, councillors and 
businesses across the town - but with 
the public inquiry date looming, it was 
decided a discussion must take place. 

Representatives from Haverhill 
Town Council and St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council met on Monday to 
highlight the concerns and come to an 
agreement. 

Will Austin, town clerk, said that 
there were some “encouraging discus¬ 
sions”. 

“There seems to be a degree of 
acceptance of our concerns that 
Vision 2031 doesn’t cater for the infra¬ 
structure needs of a very fast expand¬ 
ing population in a fast growing town,” 
he said. 

“We believe there will be some 
changes accepted into the document.” 

Haverhill’s population is currently 
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between 25,000 and 27,000 and is due 
to rise by another 10,000 over the next 
two decades. 

Some of the observtions 
raised which may now be 
written into the document 
are improvements to the 
A1307 Haverhill bypass, 
the re-introduction of a 
rail link and an educa¬ 
tional facility for over 16s. 

The possibility of creat¬ 
ing a history or heritage 
centre and improving 
vehicular access to the town 
centre may also be included. 

Mr Austin, who attended the 
meeting with Cllr Roger Andre, town 
mayor, said: “The town council recog¬ 
nises the need to have this document, 
and we wont be standing in the way of 
that. 

“We will argue strongly for as many 



changes to be accepted as possible 
and we are pleased with the response 
of the borough council officers.” 

Mr Austin added that the town coun¬ 
cil is hopeful its desire for a country 
park in Haverhill will also be recog¬ 
nised and accepted into the plan. 
Roger Clews, the inspector 
chosen by the Secretary of 
State, needs to decide 
whether the document is 
“legally compliant and 
sound (fit for purpose)”. 

Any objections made by 
the public that Mr Clews 
feels are relevant will be 
addressed in hearing ses¬ 
sions. 

His findings must then be 
reported back to the borough 
councils, and any modifications he 
suggests will be consulted on. 

Vision 2031 needs to be adopted as 
policy by full council once complete.

Application for 200 homes on business park site 


MUCH-needed affordable housing 
could be built on industrial land. 

Outline planning permission is 
being sought for up to 200 homes, 
from one bedroom to four, to be built 
on the Haverhill Business Park site. 

The land was earmarked for indus¬ 
trial use, but owners Carisbrooke 
Suon Developments confirmed there 
has been no interest since 2007. 

Haverhill Town Council offered its 
support to the plans at a meeting on 
Tuesday. 

Cllr Roger Andre, town mayor, said: 


“With the potential to deliver up to 200 
homes within the next 18 months, this 
proposal will contribute to meeting 
our community needs for appropriate 
housing with opportunities for those 
affected by the bedroom tax to free up 
much needed larger homes. 

“The developer has an impressive 
track record in delivering such pro¬ 
jects in Haverhill.” 

Nic Rumsey, owner of Carisbooke, 
said: “These proposals would deliver 
further investment in the town whilst 
creating valuable jobs in the construc¬ 


tion of the much-needed new homes. 

“In addition to the town council’s 
support, feedback already received on 
the proposals is also encouraging, 
with immediate neighbours and the 
chamber of commerce both recognis¬ 
ing the merits of the scheme.” 

Around 30 per cent of the new prop¬ 
erties - around 60 homes - will be in 
the affordable housing bracket. 

Outline permission will need to be 
granted by St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. 

A final decision is expected in March.

Controversial 
wind turbine 
plan deferred 


THE decision to build a 78m 
high wind turbine at 
Nosterfield End, just outside 
Haverhill, has been deferred. 

At a meeting held on January 
2, councillors were set to deny 
planning permission for the 
application, which was rec¬ 
ommended for approval by 
inspectors. 

But members of St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s Development 
Control Committee had to 
defer the application instead 
after they were unable to 
block it completely. 

A spokesman for the bor¬ 
ough confirmed that officers 
need to research the implica¬ 
tions of the council saying no 
before presenting them to the 
committee at a later date. 

The application is “minded 
to refuse”, with seven mem¬ 
bers voting in favour of refus¬ 
al and four voting against. 

The plan, first submitted by 
applicant James Sills in 
February last year, has been 
the cause of much discussion 
by councillors and residents 
alike. 

Throughout the process, 
concerns have been raised 
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about the visual impact on 
the surrounding land, noise 
and the effect on nearby his¬ 
torical buildings. 

Will Austin, town clerk, 
spoke out about these worries 
on behalf of the town council 
at the meeting. 

He said: “The argument that 
the environmental and eco¬ 
nomic benefits outweigh 
these concerns did not stand 
up to scrutiny at the commit¬ 
tee meeting, and had it not 
been for a legal technicality, 
the proposals would have 
been thrown out there and 
then. 

“As it is we have to wait until 
February for confirmation, 
although we would encour¬ 
age the applicant to acknowl¬ 
edge the clear will of the com¬ 
mittee and the local commu¬ 
nity by withdrawing the 
application immediately.” 

In earlier talks with the 
town council, Mr Sills said 
that £15,000 could be passed 
back to the community every 
year for the working life of the 
turbine - but councillors said 


the money “would not substi¬ 
tute for the blight on 
Haverhill’s view”. 

The option of community 
funds being generated by the 
turbine was not included in 
the original planning docu¬ 
ment, Mr Sills said, because it 
“was not material to the plan¬ 
ning process”. 

Mr Sills has previously been 
granted planning permission 
for a wind turbine at Clare. 

If the Nosterfield End appli¬ 
cation is refused, Mr Sills will 
have the right to appeal. 

In a letter to Cllr John 
Griffiths, Matthew Hancock, 
West Suffolk MP, said he 
hopes the application is 
“rejected outright” when 
looked at again. 

He said: “I am deeply con¬ 
cerned that if the application 
is not rejected it will result in 
an inappropriate turbine in 
an area without sufficient 
wind which will damage an 
otherwise beautiful natural 
environment.” 

The next meeting is on 
February 6, but it has not 
been confirmed whethere the 
further information will be 
presented then.

‘Buses 
still not 
running 
on time’ 

DEBRA FOX 


PASSENGERS have continued to report poor 
service from the bus link between Haverhill 
and Cambridge. 

In November, the Weekly News reported that 
the X13 route often left passengers standing in 
the cold with buses arriving as much as an 
hour late. 

To combat these problems, which Stagecoach 
said were partly due to roadworks at Hills Road 
and Cherry Hinton Road, Cambridge, a timeta¬ 
ble change came into force to give drivers extra 
time to complete the route. 

Despite this, Tim Syer who uses the bus every 
weekday, says he is still waiting for the “unreli¬ 
able” service to show up. 

Mr Syer, of Bartlow Place, Haverhill, com¬ 
mutes from Haverhill to London during the 
week. 

He said: “Stagecoach seem unable to run one 
regional bus route, either to the published 
timetable, or operate a service that actually 
arrives at bus stops.” 

Mr Syer is epileptic and can’t drive so uses the 
bus to get to Cambridge station. 

On December 3, his bus, due to leave central 
Cambridge at 17.40, did not show up because of 
delays earlier in the day. 

The bus left Cambridge on an earlier duty 
shortly after 4.15pm - but because of delays in 
the city centre it did not arrive at Addenbrooke’s 
until almost 40 minutes later. 

It got to Haverhill at 17.52 - 51 minutes late - 
and could not return to Cambridge to carry out 
the service at 17.40. 

Mr Syer has also reported services starting 
from Addenbrooke’s instead of stopping at 
Drummer Street and the city’s train station 
because of earlier delays. 

Andy Campbell, Managing Director for 
Stagecoach East, confirmed there was an inci¬ 
dent where the bus could not return to 
Cambridge due to lateness. 

He added that passengers waiting in 
Cambridge were taken to Addenbrooke’s to 
link up with the bus when it was forced to start 
from there instead. 

Mr Campbell said: “We are still hopeful that 
the local authority will reinstate the box junc¬ 
tion at the Catholic church and move the first 
bus stop on Hills Road. 

“These changes should improve the reliabili¬ 
ty of all services using Hills road including the 
13.” 


Inquests opened into 
deaths of three men 

INQUESTS into the deaths of three men who 
died on the county’s roads have been opened 
and adjourned. 

Lee Westrope, 42, of Beaumont Vale, died on 
the Haverhill bypass when his motorcycle was 
in a collision with 4x4 towing a horsebox on 
December 8. He was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

Christoper Waters, of Roman Way, and Peter 
fames, of Brybank Road, both died on 
December 15 in separate accidents. 

Dad-of-one Mr Waters, 26, was walking home 
from a Christmas party on the A134 at 
Assington when he was involved in a collision. 

Mr lames, also 26, died when his car was in 
collision on Homefield Road. 

The inquests were opened and adjourned in 
Bury St Edmunds on january 3.

SUFFOLK has a new millionaire 
after a male resident won a 
Premium Bond prize. 

The man bought his bond in 
April 2012 and had holdings 
worth £30,000. 

His bond number was selected 
at random by National Savings 
and Investments for the £1 
million prize in January’s 
jackpot draw. 

NS&I revealed that there are 
more than 8,000 prizes waiting 
to be claimed across Suffolk 
worth more than £360,000.

WHEN Hollywood remakes 
a critically acclaimed foreign 
film, the original director more 
often than not stands by as 
their work is re-interpreted - 
sometimes beyond recognition 
- by another filmmaker. 

Occasionally, though, the 
same creative force takes the 
helm for both versions. 

French-Canadian filmmaker 
Ken Scott charmed critics 
and audiences with his 
bittersweet comedy 
Starbuck. He remains in 
the director's chair for 
this brasher remake which 
transplants the action from 
Montreal to the mean streets 
of Manhattan. 

In most other respects 
Delivery Man is the identical 
twin of its predecessor, 
repeating scenes virtually 
word for word in an effort to 
recreate the winning formula. 

Vince Vaughn plays David 
Wozniak, a delivery truck 
driver for the family meat 
business run by his Polish 
immigrant father, Mikolaj 
(Andrzej Blumenfeld). 

David is deep in debt 
and repeatedly lets down 
his brothers Victor (Simon 
Delaney) and Aleksy (Bobby 
Moynihan), as well as his 



girlfriend Emma (Cobie 
Smulders) who is expecting 
their first child. 

Out of the blue, David 
learns that frequent 
donations to a sperm bank 
in his student days have 
resulted in the birth of 533 
children. Of those, 142 have 
launched a class action to 
force the fertility clinic to 
reveal the identity of the man 
they know only as Starbuck. 

David turns to lawyer pal 
Brett (Chris Pratt) to keep 
the records sealed. However, 
matters become complicated 
when he visits some of his 
children including a busker 
called Adam (Dave Patten), 


an aspiring actor Josh (Jack 
Reynor) and a down on her 
luck salesgirl called Kristen 
(Britt Robertson). 

Delivery Man is a 
surprisingly touching second 
helping that remains true to 
the heartfelt intentions of the 
original film. 

Vaughn is likeable 
throughout but there's a 
lack of on-screen chemistry 
with Smulders.

Stumped 
for ideas? 


GARDENING* 
TIPS “ 


STUMPERIES may be a throwback to a bygone age, 
but - perhaps thanks to the current trend for all 
things retro - they could once again command a 
place in the British garden, creating a cornucopia 
of planting opportunities and providing a haven for 
wildlife. 

So says award-winning garden 
designer Chris Beardshaw 
anyway, pictured right,who 
has been scaling the country 
in search of examples of these 
Victorian features, similar to 
rock gardens but created from 
upturned stumps, logs, roots 
and pieces of bark, originally 
designed to display the spoils of 
intrepid Victorian plant hunters. 

In the course of his own travels 
for BBC2's Great British Garden 
Revival, Beardshaw visited the 
home of the first UK stumpery at Biddulph Grange 
in Staffordshire, as well as the most famous 
stumpery in the country, that of The Prince of 
Wales in the grounds of Highgrove House. 

"Stumperies were the original vehicles that really 
excited people about ferns," Beardshaw enthuses. 
"Their development coincided not only with an 
amazing array of exotic ferns coming into the UK

from around the world but also the realisation of 
how ferns propagated themselves." 

A stumpery is essentially a collection of roots 
from hardwood trees that have been grubbed 
out of the ground, originally as a result of land 
cleared from estates. As informal native woodland 
was pulled up or repositioned, 
huge roots were left lying 
around which could be used 
as a framework in shady 
woodland areas. It made use 
of architectural and dramatic 
timber which was decaying, 
interplanted with ferns and other 
shade-loving plants and bulbs. 

So, if you're feeling inspired, 
how do you create a stumpery in 
your own garden? 

You'll need to plant them in 
shade, Beardshaw advises, either 
under a hedge or under a tree, or in the shade of 
a building. 

"You are replicating the forest floor. Before we 
became too polite and tidy, a woodland would 
have been a complex mix of young plants, mature 
plants and a lot of rotting material and it's this 
rotting underlayer that we are really exploiting. 

"Think of a stumpery as a marriage between the 



more formal parts of the garden and the wilder 
areas or the wilder landscape that surrounds it. 

It's that wonderful union of the two. Piling logs or 
stumps or branches is very good for hedgehogs 
and beneficial for insects and reptiles. 

“Today you can be as adventurous as you wish,” 
adds Beardshaw. "You can use one stump or 
hundreds of stumps. The rotting timber replicates 
the native woodland - rich in organic matter, with 
moisture-retentive soils and the stumps create lots 
of cracks and crevices in which ferns can excel." 

Hardwoods such as oak, sweet chestnut and 
beech are the best to use because they take longer 
to rot, although Beardshaw has used conifers for 
stumperies. 

"Stumperies can be really surreal places and 
are great when associated with ponds and water 
gardens, underplanted with hostas and astilbes as 
well as carnivorous plants." 

To make a stumpery look natural, you need to 
bury two-thirds of it in the ground. 


"The root plate should be lying on its side so that 
the trunk of the tree is also on its side and in doing 
that you are really replicating a windblown tree, 
where the plate is standing vertically rather than 
horizontally across the ground. 

"That means that you can create little crevices 
and divots around the plants and it's into those 
little spaces that you can plant. 

"Use ferns as the mainstay and then you can 
interplant with many winter bulbs such as winter 
aconites, snowdrops and species daffodils and 
scilla. 

"Then you can include typical woodland dwellers 
like epimediums, uvularia and hostas. 

It's about creating a framework. A stumpery isn't 
just for spring or summer months, it's great for 
having that continuation of bulbs flowering before 
the tree canopy opens up, so early spring bulbs are 
very rich."

In-car FM radio gets 

reprieve (thank goodness!) 



DAB RADIO: Technical glitches and take-up delays have consigned it to the back burner 


THE Government has 
delayed switching off FM 
transmitters in favour of 
digital radio. 

The move comes as the 
Government admits more 
needs to be done to con¬ 
vince radio users to switch 
to DAB digital radio instead 
of sticking with FM. 

Ed Vaizey, the 
Communications Minister, 
said: “We have to support 
digital radio, but we also 
respect people’s passion for 
radio and not being made 
to do something they don’t 
want to.” 

At present, digital radio 
accounts for about a third 
(36.5 per cent) of all radio 
listening, but take up has 
been lower among car driv¬ 
ers used to FM. The 
Government has said that 
until digital radio listening 
accounts for more than 
half of all radio listeners it 
cannot justify switching 
off the FM transmitters. 

Many car companies now 


offer DAB digital radio as 
standard or an option in its 
cars and they are working 
with the Government to 
reach a workable solution. 
It’s hoped half of all new 


cars sold in 2014 will be fit¬ 
ted with DAB digital radio. 

However, millions of 
older cars do not have digi¬ 
tal radio fitted and it’s esti¬ 
mated 95 per cent of all 


cars on UK roads do not 
have digital access. All cars 
with a radio can be con¬ 
verted to receive digital 
stations with the use of an 
adapter.

Rovers stutter in 
Brightlingsea loss 


HAVERHILL Rovers manager 
Dean Greygoose was dealt 
another blow to his forward 
options after top scorer Andrew 
Ofosu was taken ill shortly before 
their match at Brightlingsea 
Regent. 

Rovers were already without his 
strike partner Dan Cornwell due 
to injury and subsequently went 
down 4-1, with Ofosu consigned 
to the bench as an unused 
substitute. 

Stuart Kingham had briefly 
given Haverhill hope with a 
second-half strike after 
Brightlingsea took a 2-0 lead, but 
two further goals from the hosts 
secured the win. 

“Both were on a good run of 
form and both are out at the same 
time,” said Greygoose. 

“It’s a shame because they were 
forming a really good 
partnership. The lads who came 
in for them played well, but we 
just didn’t look like scoring.” 

The match was one of only five 
Thurlow Nunn League, Premier 
Division matches which went 
ahead, meaning Rovers stay third 
in the standings despite the 
defeat. 

But it did allow Brightlingsea to 


close the gap on the front runners 
and Greygoose admitted his side 
were simply not good enough on 
the day. 

“We started well, but never 
threatened their goalkeeper,” he 
said. “We were 1-0 down at half 
time and then they scored early 
in the second half. 

“We got it back to 2-1 through 
Stuart, but we never really looked 
like we were in the game at all. 

“It’s a bit frustrating.” 

Rovers are due to host 
Newmarket on Saturday and 
Greygoose is keen for Rovers to 
rediscover the form which saw 
them win five in a row before 
Christmas. 

The club have applied for 
promotion and although he has 
only been in the job for six 
months, the manager hopes they 
will be able to achieve that aim. 

However, Greygoose said: “The 
league is probably the toughest I 
have known it either as a player or 
manager. 

“Usually there are one or two at 
the top, but this season there are 
seven or eight very good teams. 

“We’re amongst those, but we 
need to get back to winning 
games.”

BEN Cowling believes Haverhill 
Borough are bettering 
expectations as they head into the 
second half of their debut 
campaign in the First Division. 

Borough have quickly adapted to 
life at this level after winning 
promotion as Essex and Suffolk 
Border League runners-up in 
2012-13, and are currently just 
two points off the promotion 
places.
